Either 
they do not understand the law 
and the processes involved, or 
they have reason to believe they 
are escaping their full fair 
share of the tax burden and 
| prefer to maintain that favor- 
| able position.” 
| ‘Some Haven't Complied. 

He pointed out also that some | 
of the school boards and coun- 
ty tax units had not complied 
| with a state law requiring local 
tax rates to be reduced when 
tax assessments are materially 
| increased. 

“The tax commission has 
found,” Robertson continued, 
“that a number of school boards 
and county courts have taken) 
undue advantage of increases in | 

assessment and have not re-| 
duced their levies in compliance | 
with the law. They have, in | 
most instances, then blamed the | 
increase in taxes on the state 
tax commission.” 

“Assessed valuation of prop- 
erty is not the controlling fac- | 
tor in the amount of taxes that | 
must be paid,” Robertson added. | 
“The rate of tax levy is the 
final and determining factor. It 
is only fair that every property 
owner be assessed on an equal 
basis, and consequently pay 
their just proportion of taxes 
The state tax commission has no 
power to fix the levy, and it has | 
no jurisdiction over the various 
official bodies within a county 
authorized to fix tax levies.” __ 

No Percentage Advocated. 

There could be no just | 
grounds for complaints about 
assessments, he said, if tax of- 
ficials assessed the property of 
each taxpayer in a county as 
provided by law. That law re- 
quires all property shall be as- 
sessed equally in proportion to 
its value 

The tax commission never 
has advocated that county tax 
officials increase assessments 
by a blanket or percentage in- 
crease, Robertson said “this is 
only an easy way for the asses- 
sor and county board of equali- 
| zation to comply with an inter- 
county equalization order by 
the state,” he added.

FARM BUREAU, 
NDUSTRY DIFFER 
ON TART VIEWS 


Agriculture Urges Eas- 
ing of Import Curbs, 
While Trade Seeks 
Protection. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP) 
—Spokesmen for the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and 
for various manufacturing in- 
dustries disagreed sharply today 
over whether United States 
tariffs and other import curbs 
should be lowered. 


The Farm Bureau urged fur- 
ther easing of import restric- 
tions to build up foreign na- 
tions’ dollar holdings and thus 
enable them to buy more agri- 
cultural goods here. 


Spokesmen for plywood, bi- 
cycle and other manufacturers, 
along with’ segments of the 
fisheries industry, appealed for 
protection againts low cost for- 
eign imports which they said 
in some cases threatened them 
with extinction. 


They prepared their testi- 
mony for a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee currently 
holding hearings on trade and 
tariff policy. The group is 
headed by Representative Hale 
Boggs (Dem.), Louisiana. 

John C. Lynn of the Farm 
Bureau said farmers need ex- 
port markets “of at least four 
billion dollars a year if we are 
to have an economically sound 
agriculture.” 


Results of Gifts. 
At present, Lynn said, about 
38 per cent of United States 
farm exports are the direct re- 
sult of Government sales or 
gifts, and only about $2,176,- 
000,000 represents actual yearly 
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export sales for dollars. 
“Unless and until nations are 
given an expanding opportunity 
to earn dollars with which to 
buy our farm products,” he said, 
“agriculture may well be forced 
to continue to use special Gov- 
ernment export programs. Cer- | 
tainly this is not a healthy 
condition for American agricul- 
ture.” 
Walter A. Stilley Jr., presi- 
dent of the Stilley Plywood Co. 
of Conway, S. C., said tariff 
reductions of the last five years 
have resulted in a 940 per cent 
increase in plywood imports. 
Japanese imports have gone up 
3300 per cent, he said.

The Russians keep their plane 
at the airport. It makes one 
appearance a day, for about half 
an hour, always without pas- 
sefigers. 

Each afternoon, when the 
Russian plane appears, the 
American fallows, waves, wig- 
gies, moves back and forth, up 
and down, and does all the 
things the Russian cannot do. 
The Syrians love it. 

But do you think the United 
States really scores a point? 

I watched the spectacle one 
afternoon with a group of Syr- 
jans. They had nothing to say 
ebout the difference in perform- 
ance. But they all agreed ad- 
miringly that the Russian plane 
was “bigger” and hence, by im- 
plication, superior.

President for Peace 


With a large part of President Eisenhower's 
first television and radio campaign address vir- 
tually every citizen will agree. The theme was 
peace and on that score this professional soldier 
has won his highest honors in the White House. 

Recalling his own pledge for his Administra- 
tfen to work for peace, spoken en his entry into 
the office of Chief Executive, Mr. Eisenhower 
pointed with justifiable pride to the record of 
his efforts to avert hostilities. He said: 

I can say to you tonight that the pledge, 
made to you upon the day of my inaugu- 
hy has been pursued—fitmly and effec- 

vely. ~ 

There is no question as to the President's 
devotion to peace. In this he expresses the 
basic feelings of all Americans regardiess of 
political affiliation. Indeed it has been his role 
to oppose the warlike inclinations. of some of his 
closest advisers such as Adm. Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, who favored run- 
ning the risks of war in Indochina. It also has 
been the President's role to offset the sabre- 
rattling talk of Secretary of State Dulles about 
“massive retaliation” and other threatening 
catchwords. 

Thus for that part of the record for peace 
which reflects the President’s own efforts, in 
Washington, at the U.N., in Genéva, he deserves 
a very generous measure of credit. It is the 
kind of credit that the country has given to all 
Presidents who have worked for peace—and the 
list of course contains many names. Credit also 
goes to the President for his frank statement 
as to the necessity of the draft.

When he stepped outside the area of his own 
efforts, the President was on much less solid 
ground. For example, in his review of the im- 
provement in world conditions in the last four 
years, he included the coming of a free Austria. 

The historical record shows that the Truman 
Administration, working with France and Brit- 
ain, laid the basis for the freeing of Austria 
from joint military occupation by the Soviets 
and the Allies. When the Kremlin finally de- 
cided to come to terms, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration was installed in office through the 1952 
election. 

Naturally the President hailed the truce in 
Korea. He made the Korean war a campaign 
issue in 1952 and in 1953 the Communists ac- 
cepted the truce terms laid down earlier—again 
in the preceding Administration. The probabil- 
ity is that the Truman Administration could 
have had a truce earlier if it had been willing to 
yield on the all-important issue of the handling 
of prisoners of war. 

To their credit neither the Truman nor the 
Eisenhower Administrations yielded on the 
prisoner issue. When the Communists agreed 
to an armistice, they accepted an honorable 
handling of the many thousands of prisoners 
under an official U.N. exchange commission. 

> . - 

The President also dealt with the word 
“peace” in domestic terms. He found peace in 
the world of labor relations, but he did not point 
out that living costs have reached the highest 
point in history and that inflation continues to 
reduce the purchasing power of the dollar. He 
found peak employment and the highest wages 
in history but he overlooked the bad spots of 
unemployment such as those in Michigan and 
southern Illinois. 

He found peace among farmers. But he did 
not call attention to the fact agricultural unrest 
is so great that Dan Turner, former Republican 
Governor of lowa and an original Eisenhower 
supporter, has announced he is now opposed 
to the President's re-election. 

And although he listed the racial oy eS 
gains in the national capital and the Srmed 
forces as further signs of domestic peace, he 
somehow saw no need to refer to the rioting 
in Tennessee and elsewhere which made it nec- 
essary to put state troops on guard to insure the 
safety of law-abiding citizens. 

Doubtless the most significant words in the 
President's 25-minute appeal were what he said 
about his own personal “peace.” He said that 
he was confident of his “physical strength to 
meet all the responsibilities of the presidency 
today and in the years just ahead.” 

Those who favor his re-election and those who 
do not will be glad to know that the President 
considers himself able to meet the demands of 
a hard campaign that has now moved him into 
the danger zone of the farm belt.

What Was on Newcombe’s Mind 


There is a deep suspicion that Don Newcombe 
of Brooklyn’s Bums was not thinking too much 
about pitching records when he took on the 
Cardinals.

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To Safeguard Individual Liberties 


Enthusiastic applause is in order for the Mis- 
souri Bar’s committee on preservation of indi- 
vidual liberties and property rights. In detail- 
ing two specific areas In which the civil rights 
of citizens may be further protected from abuse 
by police and zealous prosecutors, the commit- 
tee has performed a public service. 

First, the committee recommended enactment 
of legislation to make it illegal to-.re-arrest a 
suspect after he had been held 20 hours—unless 
new and substantial reasons were presented. The 
20-hour rule has been abused by police releasing 
a prisoner and then immediately rearresting 
him and holding him for another 20 hours. Un- 
der the proposed amendment, for the first time 
there would be an effective penalty on the police 
in the event of repeated re-arrests without justi- 
fication. 

Second, the committee urged that the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court's rule on preliminary hear- 
ings be amended to conform with the 10-day rule 
adopted here following Post-Dispatch disclosures 
that Circuit Attorney Dowd had ignored the 
civil rights of defendants in several cases. The 
rule requires a preliminary hearing for suspects 
within 10 days after charges have been filed 
against them. 

The committee suggested further study by an- 
other Missouri Bar committee of a third area in 
which the civil rights of individual citizens may 
be seriously jeopardized. That particular problem 
grew out of Mr. Dowd's unhappy practice of con- 
fining materia: witnesses in jail or requiring 
them to provide pond. It was severely criticized 
last spring by the Bar Association of St. Louis.

Holding the Bag?

If what Mrs. Hodge says is true,, then there 
is a lot more to know about the scandals which 
have already put three men behind bars and 
brought on the death of another by drowning. 

If it is true, then who are these “people with 
well-known names’’? 

Are they men who were political associates 
of Orville Hodge? Are they underworld char- 
acters? Or do they include both? 

If Hodge did not get “all the-money that is 
involved,” then who else was in on it? If he 
was “left holding the bag,” who left him hold- 
ing it? If he was “sold down the river,” who 
sold him out? 

The feeling is widespread in Illinois that 
Hodge changed his profession of innocence to 
a confession of guilt as the result of a “big 
deal.” Mrs. Hodge’s remarks lend some color 
of truth to that belief. 

The first official agency which ought to be 
finding out about all this is the State’s Attor- 
ney’s office for Sangamon county—and in con- 
junction with a grand jury in a position to re- 
turn indictments if indictments are required. 

Presumably that is what Assistant State’s At- 
torney J. Waldo Ackerman at Springfield had in 
mind when he said he would call Mrs. Hodge 
before a grand jury. 

But this is'too important to be left to state 
officials at Springfield. The investigators for 
the Senate Banking Committee also ought to go 
into it thoroughly. 

If Mrs. Hodge has no specific information, let 
that be made clear. But if she does know what 
she is talking about, big disclosures are still in 
the making. 

For it is just possible that more than the 
known Hodge lootings of the Illinois treasury 
lies just out of public view. Gov, Stratton and 
every other present official of Illinois surely 
want the facts made clear to every man and 
woman in Illinois.

A capsule lesson in the history of monarchy 
may be had just by looking at the list of signers 
of the Constantinople Convention of 1888, now 
much ip the news as the controlling agreement 
on the Suez canal. The convention was signed in 
the names of: 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United

There is much of the Soviet Russian showman. 
ship about the Eighth Congress of the Chinese 
Communist Party now going on in Peiping, but 
the sessions merit careful watching. The mem- 
bers are convening for the first time in 11 years 
and they have been in full power since Chiang 
Kai-shek was vanquished in 1949. What they do 
may shed light on the future policies of Red 
China. 

Since they last met in drab and muddy Yenan, 
these party leaders have been busy in the taking 
over of all China save Formosa. They have been 
killing anti-Communists in great numbers. They 
have built up enormous military strength, emerg- 
ing from their intervention against the United 
Nations forces in the Korean War with recogni- 
tion as a world power. They have made much 
progress in the industrialization of a most back- 
ward country. 

It may be that gnastas Mikoyan, a Soviet First 
Deputy Premier, who addressed the Congress 
this week, was not merely using some flattering 
rhetoric when he declared that China now could 
“pass from technological backwardness directly 
to the highest technological level up to the 
zenith of the highest scientific and technical 
advancement.” 

Certainly the Chinese Communist Party has 
come a long way since 12 delegates, representing 
50 members, secretly met in Shanghai in 1921, 
only to flee to Hangchow to escape from Nation- 
alist police. Its record has been largely a bloody 
and treacherous one. But now its 1200 dele- 
gates represent a party made up of more than 
9,000,000 members—the world's largest national 
Communist organization. And this party rules a 
nation of 600,000,000 persons, many of whom, it 
must be admitted, are willing supporters. 

What takes place in this meeting during the 
next few days, although it undoubtedly will in- 
clude much of the very best of Peiping’s clever 
propaganda, will be well worth analysis and 
study in all the Western democracies.

relief for the 1929 f,,,blin D. Roosevelt 
crash and conse- 
quent prolonged depression. It didn’t 
really clear up until the war boom. 
What did he do wrong? He was de- 
nounced at the time for failing to bal- 
ance the budget. But that isn't the 
modern criticism. 

Most economists today, I believe, 
would agree with an article in Fortune 
magazine last year, blaming him in the 
prewar, depression era, for not run- 
ning up deficits that were big enough! 

“Franklin Roosevelt was haunted,” 
says Fortune, an organ of business 
philosophy, “by the ideal of a balanced 
budget, and his deficits were too small 
to counteract the decline in private 
spending. And in 1936 he lost his nerve 
and practically balanced the 1937 bud- 
get—with disastrous results.” 

Today it is pretty well accepted that 
the Government should intervene with 
militant spending programs if a reces- 
sion threatens. But that wasn’t the 
idea back in the Hoover-F.D.R. days. 

I offer as example number two the 
great controversy over inflation in 
World War II, and the battle over ra- 
tioning and Cqaires that followed. 
Using an index In which 1947-49 equals 
100, the cost of living jumped from 
62.9 in 1941 to 102.8 in 1948, or a leap 
of about 40 points in seven years—a 
tremendous jump. Who was responsible 
for this postwar economic earthquake? 


The subject is still controversial and 
one enters it with anxiety. But two 
points are worth noting. Inflation is 
caused by an increase of purchasing 
power in relation to the amount of 
goods to buy; in other words the price 
of goods is bid up. One way to keep 
down spending power in wartime is to 
increase taxation, and this was in fact 
done. 

But much highér taxation was needed 
to control inflation altogether. Con- 
gress rejected the idea. The price 
rise that followed can be considered, 
in part, the oblique tax for financing 
the war which the public preferred not 
to meet directly. 

The second point in this same story 
is that most of World War II inflation 
came after the war—not during it. 
Once rationing and controls took hold 
in the war, living costs remained fairly 
steady. The cost of living averaged 74 
in 1943, 75.2 in 1944, and 76.9 in 1945— 
a remarkable record for those turbulent 
years. 

But people hated rationing! They 
had war bonds to spend and accumu- 
lated desires for new goods. Controls 
were torn off. Adequate supplies of 
new goods were not yet available. Then 
came the real upsurge in prices. 

Between 1945 and 1948 living costs 
jumped 26 points (as against only 14 
points in the war itself)! A housewife 
who paid 30 cents for a piece of meat 
under rationing returned next week 
to pay 70 cents for the same cut. At 
the higher price, however, she could 
buy all she wanted. 


One more example of economic de- 
bate comes right now: “Did the steel 
wage increase cause the current jump 
in living costs?” Cost of living, at 
117, is now at an all-time high. It has 
risen for five consecutive months and 
increased 1.8 in the last three. 
| Commissioner of’ Labor Statistics 
Ewan Clague says steel alone isn't the 
answer. No one factor has sent prices 
up, he says. The Federal Reserve 
Board feels that there is just too much 
purchasing power right now for Amer. 
ica’s capacity to produce goods. It is 
restricting credit. 

Some economists argue that recent 
price “stability” was based on two con- 
trary factors, falling farm prices and 
rising industrial prices; they tended to 
balance each other out. Now that the 


~Government has steadied farm prices, 


they say, the over-all average may ad- 
vance for a while. Obviously the de- 
bate has just started.

Cleaner water is already spelling bet- 
ter fishing from Sioux City to those 
dams. Beyond the initial improvement, 
however, conservation technicians must 
look to the long range effects of the 
dams on dlife cycles of various game 
fish. With the closure of Oahe dam. 
the last in the chain of big dams, before 
1960, the pattern for future fishing de- 
velopments will be pretty well set. As 
all the dams attain their levels, interest 
in stocking and ercpoanige will in- 


crease. Trout stocking tin tailwaters, 
and its results, will add one more facet 
of vital information needed for recrea- 
tional development of these great man- 
made lakes. The trout experiment by 
South Dakota, Nebraska and the Fed- 
eral Fish and Wild Life Service will 
be closely watched with hope that the 
results will be largely on the positive 
side. Every success in programs of 
this kind will contribute immeasur- 
= to the benefits of living in Sioux-

there is a good chance that 
the interior walls are covered 
with gypsum wallboard or, as 
this same material is often 
called, sheet rock. 


This material comes in large 
sheets and is nailed to the wall 
framework.

special cement and reinforcing 
tape. If the job is. done prop- 
erly, it’s virtually impossible to 
find the seams, but if the job 
is not done well, the seams 
stand out like sore thumbs. 
Maybe this is the condition that 
occurs in your home. 


The simplest remedy for a 
wall with poorly made joints is 
to cover it with a textured 
paint. This is a paint with a 
very heavy body which can be 
given a texture and after it has 
been applied you'll find it diffi- 
cult to find any of the seams. 


wallpaper the wall. If the 
seams are very rough and sand- 
ing doesn’t seem to help too 
much, cover the wall first with 
a lining paper and then apply 
the paper. 


If you don’t want a textured 
or papered wall but insist on a 
smooth paint, you can use sand- 
paper and a putty knife to re- 
move as much of the joint 
cement as possible. After this 
has been done, thin applications 
of the cement are applied and 
spread out several inches on 
each side of the seam, After 
each coat is dry it should be 
sanded and another coat ap- 
plied until you have built up a 
smooth, eve surface. 


In some cases it will be nec- 
essary to remove the old re- 
inforcing tape and the cement 
under it, and start off fresh 
with new cement, followed by 
new tape and finally the thin

EOPLE don’t like to feel ashamed of themselves—to 
Pras around a constant load of guilt.
